at the Villa Haslihorn at the villa, 
of Horw, three miles south of Lu- 
cerne. 


Queen Astrid's body was taken to 


the villa immediately in a second car, 
with thc king accompaning it. 


Second Royal Death 


Queen Astrid was the second mem- 


ber of the Belgian royal family to die 
a violent death within little more 
than a year and a half. 


She took the oath as queen Febru- 


ary 23, 1934, after King Albert, her 
lather-in-law, had fallen to 
dtav. 


while climbing a mountain near Na- 
mur, Belgium. 


The queen was Princess Astrid of 


Sweden before she married eLopold, 
then crown prince, on November 10, 
1920. 


When the time came for her en- 


throncment, she could not partici- 
pate in thc ceremony because she wa^ 
expecting hcr third child. 


She is survivied by this baby, a son, 


who was named for King Albert, and 
by Princess Josephine Charlotte and 
Crown Prince Baudouin.

t'rom the fields and pastures of tho 
United Stntes every year. Most of thj 
toss is from cultivated nnd abandoned 
fields nncl overgrazed pastures and 
ranges.. The value of the plant food 
elements exceeds 2 billion dollars an- 
nually. 


In this connection it must be con- 


sidered that rain wash removes not 
-nly the plant food elements, but the 
soil itself. A very considerable part 
of the wastage of erosion is an imme- 
-lia'o low; to tho farmer, who in count- 
'ess instances is in no economic posi- 
ion to stand the loss. When the mel- 
W tepsoil is gone with its humus 
-md nitrogen, less productive, less ab- 
sorptive material is exoosed in its 
place. The rebuilding of tho surface 
soil requires time, work and money. 
In most places t>is exposed material 
is heavier than the original soil, is 
differ, more difficult to polw and lens 
Certite. The effect of erosion is ex- 
tremely variable from place to place 
on varying soil and varying slope, 
with varying vegetative cover and the 
method of land usage. 


A most important thing to know 


abous -soil erosion is the rate of cut- 
ting away the top soil and after that 
the subsoil of, the individual soil ty- 
pes. 


"Disaster in Hcmpstcad" 


Take a ride over Hempstead coun- 


ty and. entirely apart from the spec- 
tacular gullies and abandoned farm 
homes, which you have noticed be- 
fore, you will note 
several 
other 


things too. They are the things that 
you should note. bt>cause they are 
the rnes that will grahpically tell you 
the story of how cur farmers are. and 
have been for generations, wasting our 
fundamental wealth. 


First . you will see that approxi 


n-atelv 75 per cent of the cultivated 
land is on a slope of 5 per cent or 
better. 


Second, the crops on the lower o- 


cf 1he.sc slopes are almost invariably 
bettor and healthier looking than those 
at Ihe tops of them, and the soil at 
the lower end is of a different color. 
You will note that practically every 
'armcr is the propagator of a gully, 
and some of them you see will have 
dozens of gullies, and whose sole 
^urpcse is to carry the godearth away 
ii-cm the farm, starting it off on its 


last ride to theocenn. 


Another thing you Will notice, is 


that not three percent of the farms 
you pass have the farmers plowed 
their slopes laong contour lines, which 
would largely prevent the runoff of 
rnir water, while in iiot one-half of 
one per ci~nt, except in a few ex- 
ceptional areas, have they so terraced 
their lands as almost entirely to elim- 
inate it. 


Proffram Is Obtained 


Several months ago work Was strrt- 


ed to obtain a soil conservation pro- 
ject for Hempstead county. The farm- 
ers of this county ore fortunate in 
obtaining this project, as the work will 
not only be valuable at the presen' 
time, but will be of untild value U 
future generations.
